Among the gigantic undertakings in which 
dynamite has buen one of the chief ogents, 
we need only mention the Mont Conis and 
St. Gothard tunnels, the Sucz Canal, and 
the removal of the Hell Gate. reef at tho 
entrance to New York. Harbour. In the 
latter case, the operations were carried out 
by nitro-glycerine preparations, of which 
dynamite was.the most important, The 
portion of the reef operated upon -had an 
area of three acres ; this space was perforated 
with 41 radial-tunnels and 11 transverse 
tunnels, leaving. 172 piers ng: supports 
to the roof; aggregateIcength of tunnels 
742,507 feet ; rock excavated, 49,480 cubic 
yards; and the time occupied up to this 
stage. was four years and four months. In 
March 1876, .'4,427 drilled holes were 
charged, and 49,914 lbs. of explosives were 
used in one gingle uperation, the charges 
being arranged in ‘groups, and overy se- 
parate group connected with o battery, 
each battery exploding 160 charges. The 
explosion demolished 63,135 cubic yards: of 
rock, and made Hell Gate free,—after the 
removal of the debris, which was of itself a 
a work of magnitude. There are no doubt 
many instances where the use of dynamite 
would bea great advantage on this const 
and on the rivers, frequented’ by steamers, 
although on 2» comparately small scale; 
but the Chinese are more likely to take 
to the use of dynamite in their mines and 
arsenals than in interfering with Nature in 
obstructions to navigation, 4 
As an example of. the .many experiments 
conducted by Mr Reid at the Arsenals, we 
may give the following particulars regarding 
the breaking up of large blocks-of: cast iron 
at Tientsin Arsenal, the experiments being 
made in presence of Shu Tah-jan, Pau Tah- 
jén, and other Chinese officials, 
ydraulic. press, the blocks of which were 
too large for being broken by any means ‘at 
the disposal of the Arsenal honds, was 
operated. upon...

The second-half was 
broken into pieces (average weight, 150 7) 
rby 6 Ibs. of dynamite laid on it an 
covered with water, A block of cast iron, 
21 in. in dismoter and’ 6 feet long, was 
bored with five u in? holes, 10 in. deep, 
each hole being filled’ with about 8 oz. of 
dynamite ; the ‘charges were fired simul- 
taneously,.and the block was split from end 
tu end and brokén into several pieces. A 
dynamite torpedo was exploded by electri- 
city -beneath a: raft, uv@er water; the 
result bemg that the fragments of the raft 
and a column of water rose 200 feet in the 
air. 
. Dynamite possesses many advintages over 
gunpowder ; it is mtich safer-to use, convey, 
and store, and it is cheaper whon judgod by 
the amount of work it can do, Many ter- 
rible accidents have occurred through want 
of proper precautions being taken in its 
use, It is much safer than gunpowder, so 
long as certain simple and well defined rules |
